The growing scarcity of lumber and 
its consequent rise in price, has 
eradually caused that commodity to 
assume the general aspect of a lux- 
uty.

Aside from its advantages as a 
germ-proof material, concrete tinds 
favor with the furmer of to-day be- 
cause he can use it himself as easily 
as he could use wood. All that Is re- 
quired is a quantity of broken stone, 
sand, and Portland ‘ement. The 
moulds are easily constructed and 
can be made of odd pieces of lumber 
handy, With the exception of the 
cement, the materials can be found on 
almost any farm and should cost little 
or nothing.
